things , which leaſt abound with pleaſure, 
Befides that, from Compariſons , as Phils- 
fophers ſay , arifeth the greateſtparrof our 
knowledge: And' therefore , tobe the bet- 
cer able to judge of other Countries, tt _

be neceſlarie that you ſee this. The Coun- 
try you will find to bea great and good- 
ly Body , able enough to maintain it ſelf ; 
bur ſtarved, through the nouriſhment 
which it gives to ſo many, and ſogrear 
Limbs abroad. Beſides that, by this means, 
the want-of men at home , makes the 
ground to be uncultivated , partly chrough 
the paucity, and partly through the pride, 
of the people , who breed themſelves up to 
bigger thoughts than they are born to, and 
ſcorn to be that , which we call Plow- 
men and Peaſants; when they have hope , 
either by the Sword or Gown , to. be as 
great, as any fellow-ſubje&s they have. 
The Government I hold to be happier, in 
the Juſtice and Fortitude of them that 
command , then in their Temperance or 
Prudence. The State, in generall, is like a 

at man's Palace; the Rooms' near the 
Lord richly furniſhed, and kept with 
much cleanlineſſe and care3 the reſtis bare 
walls, ſave that'the common people is ſo 
fluttiſh, as ſcarce to let them be bare. The 
Perſons, the greater they are, the more 
humble, and the more nobly do they carry 
themſelves; and they be lates of mo 
vertye, who have moſt knowledge, The _ 


common ſort "of men is ignorant beyond 
| imagl= 
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1magination , and proud above meaſure ; 
bur yet, itis not a pride of inſolencie , by 
way of any offence to others, like thatof 
ſome other Nationz bur of meer arrogancie, 
which conſiſts not ſo much, in taking unci= 
villy from others,as in ridiculouſly afluming 
to themſelves. And generally they are in 
nature compaſſionate of others, and chiefly 
of ſtrangers; and the Women eſpecially are 
ſo. . And if you take men of that Nation, 
before they have ſpoiled themſelves, cither 
by getting ſome great Office at home , or 
elſe by walking much abroad, to ſeek ſome 
employment or fortune there, you ſhall 
find them, for the moſt part, to be of noble, 
and courteous, and:quiet minds , in the ve- 
ry naturall conſtitution thereof. VVhereas, 
if you ſhew them a new and ſweeter way 
of life, either at 'home or abroad, -1t 
intoxicates them ſo with the vanities and 
vices of the world, that they are many of 


' them quickly wont to: ſuck the venome in, 


and become the very worſt of men. So that 
naturallic I hold them good 5 and that, by 
accident and. infe@ion, they growealily.to 
be ſtark naught. Vhereas Tait of their 
op are juſt as the back-fide of this 
meddall; for they ate, for themoſtpart, in 
nature, naught , though in a more —_

degree andir is by education andrefle&i 
on, that.afterwards they grow good; and 
thar alſoproves, in a degree , nor fo intenſe 
as thoſe others.
